With regard’ to the recent telograms 
montioniug-.a proposal that England 
handover Herat to Persia, wo-have been 
put in possession, by recent Indian papers, 
of a valuable. memorandum on Persia 
drawn up in 1870. by Mr ‘Sulboys 
Wheelor. “his memo, proves tlio ac- 
euracy of the historical summary we 
gave simo time ago in our, leading 
columus in comuienting on-the telegrams 
then just to-hand, and ‘it gives iu detail 
the. articles. of the treaty referring: to 
Uerat, which are as follows:—. 


His Majesty the Shab ‘of Perais engages 
further to take iminediate measures. for 
withdrawing from tho torritory and city 
of Herat, and from overy other. part of 
Afghaniatan, the tersian troops and autho- 
rilies now stational therein; tuch with- 
drawal to bo effected within three months 
from tho date of tho exchange of the ratifi- 
cations of this treaty. - 

His Majesty the Shah of Persts agrees 
to relinquish a!l claims to sovereignty over 
the territory and ‘city of Horat and the 
jcountries of Afgbanistan, and uover to 
dem vod from the Chiefs of Herat, or of the 
countries of Afghanistan, any..marks ‘of 
obedienss, such 268 tha coinuge, cr “khot- 
beh,” or tribute. 

His Majesty further engages to abstalo 
hereaftes frem all interference with the in- 
ternal «lai sof Afybanisten, Mis Mejeaty 
promi‘sca to recognize the iddepondouce of 
Herat and of the whole of Afghanistan, 
and never to attempt to interfere with tho 
indepontence of those States.
